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CANAL BILL LIKELY 
TO DIE AS IT LAYS 


NICARAGUA UTTERS A FORMAL 
PROTEST. 


Much Excitement Caused in the Senate 
By a Letter From Minister Rodri­ 
guez—Anglo - Arbitration 
Treaty 
Discussed in Open Session—General 
News From the Capital City. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—The session of 
the senate Friday developed three dis­ 
tinct sensations. 
Most important of 
these was the presentation by Mr. Sher­ 
man of a letter from Minister Rod­ 
riguez, the representative of the Great­ 
er Republic of Central America (in­ 
cluding Nicaragua), in effect protesting 
against the execution of the Nicaraguan 
canal project by the United States un­ 
der the concession granted in 1887 to 
the Nicaragua Canal Company. As the 
bill for this purpose was about to be 
voted on by the senate the appearance 
of the letter created 
consternation 
among its friends. 
Mr. Morgan, its 
chief supporter, at once declared that 
the letter was inspired by Great Brit­ 
ain, who sought to drive the United 
States from the isthmus by using the 
Central Americas as a cat’s paw. The 
debate was very earnest, and the letter 
made a profound impression on the 
senators. Senator Vilas declared that 
it struck a death blow to the canal 
project proposed by the pending bill. 
After this Senator Turpie surprised 
the senate with a very caustic state­ 
ment as to the Cuban situation. About 
three weeks ago, he said, there 
ap­ 
peared a formal utterance from the sec­ 
retary of state in the newspapers rela­ 
tive to the Cuban resolution. At that 
time there was no resolution before 
the senate. Under such circumstances 
the secretary’s utterances was obiter 
dictum of the most rude, most swift, 
most voluntary character. 
To-day, 
continued Mr. Turpie, a publication ap­ 
peared in the newspapers to the effect 
that a compact had been entered into 
between the secretary of state and the 
new premier (Sherman) by which there 
was to be no further action on Cuba 
during the present administration. 
“Allow me to say,’’ proceeded Senator 
Turpie, “that I regard such a course as 
a violation of the comity existing be­ 
tween 
legislative 
and 
executive 
branches of the government.’’ 
Senator Sherman arose at this mo­ 
ment and said: “If the senator refers 
to a publication to-day, I wll say there 
is not the slightest warrant for the 
statement made. I have not had a word 
with Mr. Olney on that subject and 
there has been no mention of an agree­ 
ment or understanding.” 
Senator Turpie said he was glad to 
accept this disavowal. But he felt the 
senate should do something to dissi­ 
pate such reports. 
This incident had hardly been con­ 
cluded when it was followed by a gen­ 
uine sensation in the form of a dis­ 
cussion of the new Anglo-American 
peace treaty, notwithstanding the rule 
of referring to treaties only in execu­ 
tive session. 
It brought out statements from Sen­ 
ators Sherman, Cullom, 
Lodge 
and 
Gray, members of the committee on 
foreign relations, and from many other 
' 
senators. 
Mr. Sherman said the treaty was one 
involving such grave considerations 
that it should have the most careful, 
mature and dispassionate considera­ 
tion. 
Mr. Cullom (Rep., 111.) another mem­ 
ber of the committee on foreign af­ 
fairs, followed Mr. Gray. 
He said: 
“It does not appear to be a unanimous 
expression that the treaty should be 
ratified as it is. So far as I am con­ 
cerned I believe in the general propo­ 
sition, but I am unwilling to vote for 
a treaty that is so extensive in 
its 
scope as that is until I feel certain 
myself that I am doing a thing that 
is in the interest of the American peo­ 
ple as well as of the world.” 
Mr. Stewart (Pop., Nev.) brought the 
debate to a crisis by his speech. 
A 
matter of such vast importance as a 
general 
arbitration 
treaty, he said, 
should be given all the time that was 
necessary to consider its every detail. 
This was especially true, to the sena­ 
tor’s mind, in dealing with any ques­ 
tion in which Great Britain was in­ 
volved. He said Great Britain would 
in this instance have a vast advantage 
over the United States in the selec­ 
tion of an umpire, as provided in the 
treaty for the reason that, Europe be­ 
ing a family of states and their 
sovereigns united by blood, it was im­ 
possible to find one whose associations 
and predilictions would not be preju­ 
dicial to the interests of the United 
States in any arbitration over which 
he might be called to preside. For 
this reason he did not believe 
that

SIR ISAAC PITMAN DEAD. 


Inventor of the System 
of 
Shorthand 
Writing: Passes Away. 
London, Jan. 23.—Sir Isaac Pitman, 
the inventor of the system of short­ 
hand writing, which bears his name, 
is dead. He had been suffering several 
years from a complication of troubles. 
Sir Isaac Pitman was regarded by 
many as one of the most intelligent 
men of the century. He invented the 
first system of shorthand ever put into 
use. 
It is now in common use. 
It 
is estimated that about 250,000 books 
on the subject of shorthand are sold 
each year, and the Pitman system still 
ranks high. 
It is used abroad by. 96 
per cent of newspaper and law report­ 
ers, but revisions and improvements 
have been largely adopted in 
this 
country. 
Until lately he edited and printed the 
Phonetic Journal, which reports the 
progress of the “Writing and Spelling 
Reform” of which he was the originat­ 
or. Besides this work he had issued a 
little library of about eighty volumes 
printed entirely in shorthand, ranging 
from the Bible to “Rasselas.” He was 
made a knight in May, 1894.

Spanish Troops Badly Cut Up in a San 
gninary Encounter. 
Cincinnati, O., Jan. 23.—A special to

Commercial-Tribune 
from

West, Fla., says that news has been 
received in Havana from Cuban sources 
that a fight occurred at Pijua, Matan­ 
zas province, last week, in which the 
Spanish lost IOO men killed and wound­ 
ed. They were attacked by Capt. Mor- 
enzio’s hand of Cuban guerrillas at 
daybreak, while marching to re-en­ 
force a Spanish garrison there, and but 
for the aid extended from Pijua would 
have been cut to pieces. 


Expedition Gets Away. 
New 
Orleans, 
La., Jan. 23.—The 
agents of the Cuban revolution have 
successfully sent out from this place 
one of the largest filibustering expedi­ 
tions that has ever been sent to Cuba. 
It was fitted out in the bayous where 
the private Lafitte used to operate so 
successfully and got away before the 
United States authorities or Spanish 
agents had an inkling of it. 


New York, Jan. 23.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
There is more business, though not 
at better prices. It is interesting that 
almost all prices which change at all 
are lower than a week ago, and yet 
business 
is 
unquestionably 
larger. 
There is larger production, but as yet 
not as much increase in consumption, 
and there is larger buying of materials, 
but at present only because better 
prices are expected in the future. A 
few conspicuous failures during the 
week have had no material influence. 
Wheat, corn, and cotton exports are 
the key of the financial situation, and 
during the past week wheat has de­ 
clined % cents, and corn % cents, while 
cotton is unchanged. The Western re­ 
ceipts of wheat are still small, 581,000 
bushels less than a year ago, and for 
three weeks of January 4,519,719 bush­ 
els, against 7,666,709 last year, but the 
Atlantic exports, flour included, were 
1,534,715 bushels for the week, against 
2,366,457 last year, and in three weeks 
in January have been 5,019,032 bushels, 
against 6,849,648 last year. 
The price has declined for corn also, 
although everybody knows that the 
heavy exports mean relatively more 
than the exports of wheat. Cotton is 
unchanged after an eighth decline, but 
the continuing large movement from 
plantations and the depression of man­ 
ufacturing here and abroad do not en­ 
courage high prices. There has been 
a general reduction in prices of cotton 
goods, which 
at present stimulates 
larger buying. 
The woolen industry is as slow as 
ever and no real improvement appears 
in the demand for goods, although ow­ 
ing to the lateness of the season there 
is a little more doing, both in spring 
and in winter goods, without quotable 
change in prices. Quotations have not 
changed as yet, although western hold­ 
ers are quite stiff. 
In the minor metals a stronger tone 
is general, and with an output of 17,619 
tons in the United States and 7,685 in 
other countries, which is larger than 
in any other month since July in other 
countries, and except in October, larger 
than in any other month since March 
last in the United States.
